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In at least one jurisdiction, lay judges who sit as assistant judges with a presiding judge possess limited power. 


In at least one jurisdiction, lay judges who sit as assistant judges with a presiding judge possess limited power, and may not 


decide questions of law, | although they may participate in deciding mixed questions of law and fact.” 


Where the lay assistant judges are unavailable, a statute may provide for a judge to try a cause alone although a multijudge 


panel is normally required.’
